Belgian Kongo. 
Belgian Kongo, founded thirty years 
ago, is still in the early stage of devel­ 
opment. 
So far practically no manu­ 
facturing industries have yet been es 
tablislmd, and. aside from the impor­ 
tant. copper mines in the Katanga dis- 
trlct. the only large industrial entor- 
pris«*s are tin* railways and river trans­ 
portation services.

the railway and river services are in 
reality only accessories b> these activi­ 
ties, having be<*n established primarily 
to aid in the transportation of these 
products to the seaports.

covered Its former activity, and in all 
probability will never again bo so rich 
a source of Income b> tho colony as it 
was previous to 1012.
